‘The culminating point in this scheme 
is an interesting revelation of all the subtle treachery popularly attributed to 
Philip II.: “That kingdom once gained, we might come to a dispute over the 
division of the spoils, such as happened over the kingdom of Naples, and his 
Majesty, throwing the French over, could keep everything for himself.”

Chinchore (5 letters); Tiraloo, Bellowra, Padshappoor, Sungoly, 
Serringapatam, Fort William, Fort St. George (2 letters); and finally, 
Serringapatam (4 letters). 

The Letters describe Holkar’s Invasion of the Peshwah’s Territories, 
the Capture of Poona, the War against Scindiah, the Battle of Assaye, 
the Battle of Agarim, the Seige and Capture of Gawaighur, the Peace 
with Scindiah, the Peace with the Raja of Berar, Wellington’s discon- 
tent with the Government and his proposed Resignation, the War with 
Holkar and Wellington’s resumed command in Mysore.

to England, with none to impede them.” The culminating point in this scheme 
is an interesting revelation of all the subtle treachery popularly attributed to 
Philip II.: “That kingdom once gained, we might come to a dispute over the 
division of the spoils, such as happened over the kingdom of Naples, and his 
Majesty, throwing the French over, could keep everything for himself.”
